1. There le a military airfield about three or ferns/ 1 25X1 


2. An airfield is located at Chohalli (tie - probably Chukhanly) along the Ara ka 
Hirer about three or four kilometers north of Salyargr. 1}» airfield it on the 
left side of the Salyaay - 1dm railroad mid it it about one and a half or too 
kilometers from the railroad. Chohalli it a garrison town belonging to the 
Air Force. There are about 300 or h00 two-storied houtet in the town, and 
Air Force personnel and their families lire in those houses} houses are st ill 
being constructed in the town. Civilians are not allowed to enter the airfield, 

but they ere aliened to go to the town near the a irfield. 

sometime* planes take off fro* the field on flying drills. The 

wings of the planes on this field are swept back, and the Soviets call this tree 
of plane "Riaktifni" (sic). 


3. The Hudarlu Airfield ie located at Hudurlu (eic), which is hS kilometers Area 
Baka. The airfield is along the sea on the left side of the Baku - Salyaiy 
railroad. This railroad passes through Hudurlu, dividing the town in two parts, 
with the civilians living on the ri^t. side of the railroad and the Air Force 
personnel on the left side. The wings of the planes on this airfield are 
straight. The planes are three-engined bombers called " Bcmbaboz" (sic). 


W. The airfield at Aiyaty, a large garrison town on the railroad, is two kilometers 
from the sea and 15 or 20 kilometers from Baku. In Ajyaty there are about 300-350 
buildings} a railroad divides the town in two, with civilians living on the left 
side of the railroad and officers in the garrison the rlgjit side of the railroad. 
The planes at this airfield are filters. 


5. There is an airfield at Keshla (sio), which is about two kilometers east of Baku. 
This town has two sections, about one kilometer apart, and civilians lire in one 
section, while military personnel live in the -ether section. Tjjsre core ell types 
ef planes at this airfield. 
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6. The Zaprat Airfield la fire kHo*etere from "Black City*, which la the 
induct rial canter cf Baku. Cirillana and Hr Farce personnel lira la 
Zaprat. At thii airflald there are three ~er«ined planee called "Boiiabos". 

7. There ie an airfield In Biiaeer (elc - poesibljr Baladshary), which is abo ut 
fine kilometers north of Baku. This airfield la near the Biiaeer railroad 
station, which ie the junetion of many railroads. Ths Air Force barracks 
are oa the west side of- the station. An types of p l a a es ero at this 
airfield. 

8. An airfield la looatsd fire kUoueters fro* Sonkayt (do) and threa and a 
a half kiloaaters from the Beka • Bonkayt highway. Plane hangars are 
located at this airfield, and flying and parachute drills are carried out 
there. 
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
